and perhaps doxibtful ancestor. 


No man ever expressed greater confl 


dence in himself or had n profonnder be 
lief in the power and durability of his own 
work, yet, because a publisher refused tc 
print "Count Julian," he burned the man 
uscript of another tragedy he had in hand, 
and declared his intention to abandon 
poetry forever. A professed follower of 
Epicurus, Ilia whole lifo was destructive ol 
happiness and pence. His temperament 
was too strong for his philosophy. Ho was 
removed from Rugby to save expulsion; 
was rusticated at Oxford; had quarreled 
with his father and turned his bock on 
the paternal home "forever" before he 
bad reached the ago of 20. Vet ho was 
capable of great tenderness of fooling and 
of firm friendship.—Tomplo Bar.

HOW HOLME FEELS. 


Will the St. Jerome society of 


That City Co-Operate 


Heartily and'AWend? 


FEELING ENGENDERED USI, YEAR. 


The Whole Question Reviewed, A Holy- 


oke Paper Strongly Ur^es Attend- 


ance and Asks That By-gones 


be By-gones. 


The following article from the Holyoke 


Daily Democrat will be of special interest 
here just at this time. It was written by 
thecity editor, James J. Dnnn,who is deep- 
ly interested in the matter and who has 
labored assiduously for some time to in- 
duce the St. Jerome society |o adopt the 
course he advocates, which, if clearly the 
wise and proper course to pursue,^s we 
believe that society will some time real- 
ize, whether it heeds the advice or not. 
The Democrat says: 


"The annual field day of the Springfield 
Diocesan Catholic Total Abstinence union, 
which is to be held next Monday at North 
Adams, is looked forward Jo from year 
to year as the event in temperance union 
circles. For a couple of x&onths before 
the date the various societies in the union 
take on themselves a hustle and begin 
preparations to outshine the other organi- 
zations both in the parade and sports. 
This year St. Jerome society makes an ex- 
ception, so far as nctionjroes, to its gener- 
al rule and is making no hustle at all and 
talks even of not going to the field day in a 
body. 


"This is deeply regretted by many of 


the well known and prominent members 
of the society. 


"Those active in the opposition to the 


turning out of the society, j however, say 
that it is only tit for tat, ap last year the 
North Adams society held a field day of 
its own on the occasion of (he field day of 
the diocesan union. 


"This is explained by thp members of 


the North Adams society in this light. 
That society was heavily in debt for its 
building aud the burden was getting op- 
pressive. After discussing, various plans 
for the reduction of the burden it was fin- 
ally decided to run a local field day on 
Labor Day, the date of the diocesan field 
day. 
It was not in aay seme to be an 


opposition to the diocesan field day, as it 
was to be wholly local and no invitations 
were sent out to people outside of the 
town and the notices of the affair were 
confined strictly to North Adams. 
This 


step, it was felt, was due to the diocesan 
union and the local Held day was also 
tlecessary if the North Adams society was 
to be in position to work for the cause of 
temperance in its locality. The indebted- 
ness of the society was on a new building, 
which was erected some few years ago, 
and which because of the poverty of the 
organization t*«r indebtedness was no* 
met with the promptness hoped for. 


"Two years ago it was hoped by the 


members of the-North A<fems society that 
the diocesan field day would go to that 
town, not only because of the income 
which the organization would get from it, 
and which was greatly needed, but because 
also it was felt that the town was entitled 
to the field day. Holyoke, however, was 
given the honor for Mie second time since 
North Adams had it. The Berkshire 
county society raised no howl over it, 
however, but endeavored to do the best 
they cWld in some other way to raise 
money for the payment of its debt, and 
finally the locdi field day was hit upon. 
The society made some money on the field 
day, which lessened the burden of indebt- 
edness considerably, and the diocesan 
field day was not hurt at all by it. 


"Then, again, if punishment was de- 


sired it was secured at the convention in 
this city last year, when in answer to 
charges brought by St. Jerome Temper- 
ance society the North Adams society was 
severely censured by the convention on 
the recommendation of the board of gov. 
eminent and steps taken to prevent any 
future action of the kind by another so- 
ciety. It is felt by those interested in 
the success of the diocesan field day that 
all feelings should have ended there. 
" This year when the invitations for the 


field day were sent out, St. Jerome Tem- 
perance society accepted theirs and voted 
to turn out, and now, it is said, the society 
will not do so. This id of course to show 
its disapproval of the action of the North 
Adams society last year. It is not thought 
of, however, that the diocasan field day is 
at stake nor any entertainment of the 
Berkshire society, and for that reason 
alone if for no other, the local organiza- 
tion should show a deep interest. 
In the temperance 
cause it is felt 


that good should be returned for evil 
whether imaginary or otherwise, and no 
better exemplication of the Holyoke's 
society interest in the cause it advocates 
could oe shown than by turning out in 
large numbers on the occasion of the field 
day, Monday. 


"The early struggles of the local society 


which have not yet been effaced from the 
memory of its members, should not be 
forgotten. It was heavily in debt and 
the burden was oppressive and limited 
its work greatly. Bazaars, etc., were re- 
sorted to in order to get money, and by 
recalling these struggles, the position of 
the North Adama society should be real, 
ized. 
The St. Jerome temperance society will 
be worthy of itself audits reputation not 
only in this city, but throughout the state 
only by turning out in large numbers next 
Monday at the field day parade at North 
Adams. It will not be sufficient for the 
city to bo largely represented in that 
young city on that occasion, as it will be, 
but the St. Jerome society, it is said, 
should turn out in the line of march with 
its old time vim and numbers. It is not 
yet too late. 
"Every society in the diocese will be 
largely represented at the diocesan field 
day if the reports are correct. The socie- 
ties in this vicinity, Northampton, Chico- 
pee, Springfield, Westfield, etc., are hust- 
ling and will turn out in big numbers. 
There is no question but what this 
field day will be the most successful for 
years. The North Adams society has left 
nothing undone to properly receive its 
guests on that occasion."

REMARKABLE BUSINESS ENTERPRISE. 


The territory iroin Hoosav Tunnsl 


to Wilmington. 
Vt., traversed 
by 


the Hampshire - Franklin Press club 
and their 
gucslb 
on the 
recent 


excursion of that organization, has a pe- 
culiar interest. It exhibits in staid and 
conservative. New England an adequate 
sjxciuicn of the enterprise and accom- 
plishment characteristic of the newest 
west. Here, on the upper waters of the 
Decnicld river, within thirteen years past, 
have been developed six very considera- 
bly industries, upon resources mostly con- 
fined to spruce timber, whose production 
gives business to twenty-four miles of 
railroad, built for its marketing. In all, 
industries and railroad, one million dol- 
lars, in round numbers, have been in- 
vested in a region of rocks ai.d ravines, 
through the energy and business courage 
of a noteworthy band of brothers, the 
sons of James Newton of Greenfield. 


The incident lying back of this' indus- 


trial occupation of southern Vermont 
shows how from little acorns large oaks 
crow. Some 
twenty-five years ago, 


Moses Newton, then on a boy's fishing 
Irip, was impressed by the spruce growth 
uf the section, and out of this early recol- 
lection the present business comes. Of 
the five Kewton brothers three are asso' 
ciated in the enterprise. These are D. H.' 
Moses and John C. Newton. John C. has 
a summer home at v Imington, as has 
also another brother J cines, who is not, 
however, interested with, his brothers in 
this portion of their manifold activities. 
Though now owning more than twenty 
thousand acres of timber land on the head 
waters of the Deerfieid, it was not until 
last week that the Newtons acquired the 
title to the particular portion which ox- 
cited Moses Newton's interest a quarter- 
century ago, and which he may have then 
purposed to acquire. 


These twentythousand acres of forest 


land, stretching some fifteen miles on 
both sides of the Deerfieid headwaters 
ibove Wilmington, contain the 
best 


ipruce timber in New England out of 
Maine. They comprise beside much hard 
wood, whose consumption is not yet much 
attempted. From August until March of 
taoh year about fifty Canadian choppers 
cut by the measured thousand feet'the 
ipruce and hemlock trees above a foot in 
diameter. In the spring fifty Maine log- 
|en are brought in to float their cutting 
down the river to the Wilmington mill 
pond. This tract, of timber land will 
{row up fast enough to forever supply the 
iteam saw mill at Wilmington, which 
makes 40,000 feet of bill timber a day, 
M.W,i wholly on orders. This mill is the 
molt perfect, iu "Vermont, and complete 
Tor its size, which is a single belt saw. At 
iho head of this saw, directing by sign 
the proceedings, stands, during the duy' 
tun, the'best sawyer the Newtons oonx. 
ttnd in Maine. How he decides as to 
What each log will best cut into in the 
fraction of time he gives to the judgment 
(uprises the visitor, for it seems in its 
tjuiekness like the working of instinct, 
cut so it is for fifty logs an hour, day in 
inJ day, out. All is automatic and by 
machinery, from the log in the mill pond 
10 the pulp waste in the yartl, even the 
lawdust and shavings being fed to the 
aoiler tires without hand labor. Fifty 
hands are employed and the rapidity of 
'(reduction is very impressive. 


At Wilmington also the Newtons have 


I pulp mill of ten tons daily •product. 
Ivhich they ship to Holyoke lor the use of 
Iheir paper mills there. The lumber mill 
i;:d toe pulp mill supplement each other. 
Hid Kave in these day's of con ipetion to be 
joined for profit through the utilization of 
Otherwise waste products of the saw mill 
ind «i' timber too valuable for pulp, 
thirty hands ate employed in making the

Tho road has six locomotives, six passen- 
ger cars, fifty box cars and 100 platform 
cars, ruus two round trips daily in summer 
and one in winter, and does au increasing 
business aside from its owners" patronage. 


This is the story in brief of -thirteen 


years' accomplishment in a region which 
to ordinary vision was sterile to barren- 
ness. And the promoters feel as if the be- 
ginning only had been made. The lum- 
ber production is looked to most for ex- 
pansion, and though now in. middle life 
the Newtons act as if all their active years 
were to come. In Holyoke they began in 
1S62 when the population of that city was 
3500. Having built, as contractors, nearly 
half the mills there, they stili use about 
one-eighth of its water power, and make 
thure daily 100 tons of various grades of 
paper. 


The Blackinton strike is irade a subject 


for a tariff lesson by the Pittsfleld Eagle, 
which says: '-We do not know the merits 
of the strike :.t BJackinton, but it would 
seem that operatives have had lessons 
enough of late as to the futility of such 
means of righting wrongs, real or fancied.

son by the New York dealers, 70 per cent, j 
were given to foreign manufacturers. The 
Wilson tarifi'bil! is making itself felt in ! 
the domestic woolen industry and opera- 
tives who have work at fair wages, ought 
to be glad to retain it until the UapuWi- j 
can party can frame a tariff' law ivhich , 
shall bring back to our mills, the business j 
now going abroad. If we correctly un- | 
derstand the situation, our manufacturers 
are paying all the wages that they ean af- 
ford to under the existing circumstances, 
and there is not very mucb chance that 
the operatives will becure any more wages 
by inaugurating a strike. They arc feel- 
ing the result of a Democratic tarifi policy, 
and while it is to be deplored that their 
wages are not what they should be, yet 
they must suffer in common with the 
country for the mistaken ideas of a blun- 
dering administration." 


Things are not as lovely in the ranks of 
the local saloon keepers as they might be, 
and the complaints of poor business are 
loud and deep. No one would imagine by 
the number of intoxicated men seen on 
the public streets, that the saloon business 
was poor, but the dealers say it is and this 
shows that the deluge which they antici- 
pated has not put iu an appearance. Some 
of them are .talking, and if the stories 
which they are telling about the use of 
money in securing licenses could be sub- 
stantiated, there would be a sensation in 
quiet Pittsfield. It should be said in all 
fairness that the license commissioners 
arc not alluded to, but the charge is 
openly made that che saloon keepers paid 
money to certain men whose influence is 
supposed to have been a potent factor in 
securing the licenses so greatly coveted. 
The alleged poor saloon business is said 
to be one of ttte principal reasons for the 
opposition to the granting of any more 
license* If the fellows who are in, have 
really paid money tor securing their li- 
censes m addition to their hceuse tee, rent 
and all their other expenses, is n. not fair 
ior ihe powers that ue to piotect them 
ana give mem a chance to square them- 
selves'.'— Pittsfield Eagle.

SEND THE ENGINEER 


To the International Convention at Au- 


gusta, Ga., in October. 


A recent number of Fire and Water con- 


tained the foullowing: 


Mr. Henry A. Hills of Wyoming, O., 
secretary of the International Association 
of Fire Engineers is sending round letters 
to the various flre chiefs, mayors, fire com- 
mittees and commissioners, and the news- 
papers, drawing their attention to the ap- 
proaching convention at Augusta, Ota. 
The association, which was organized in 
Baltimore in 1873, is international in ins 
character, embracing the United States 
and Canada. Its object is to bring to- 
gether year by year the experiences or' the 
principal'cities of the United States and 
Canada, through its proper representa- 
tives, touching the cause of its fire-waste, 
which'has, during the last two or three 
decades, been so devastating; and to bring 
together also for inspection the most mod- 
ern inventions of the day of apparatus 
adapted for the extinguishment of fire. 
It is therefore an international school of 
instruction, in which machinery is dis- 
played and valuable lectures given, and 
where papers emanating irom experts are 
presented and carefully analysed, all be- 
ing assigned for an affirmative and nega- 
tive consideration. It is honed that all 
towns and cities having a chie'i' engineer to 
represent them will send him to the con- 
vention to bo. held at Augusta, Ga., Octo- 
ber 7,,S, 9,10 next, with instructions to re- 
port back, each one to his own city coun- 
cil, all such information on the lines Indi- 
cated. 
The hope expressed in this article in 


such an important journal should hardly 
pass unnoticed by the prudential commit- 
tee and fire district of this town. Most 
towns send their chief engineer to such 
schools aa the International convention is 
and feel well repaid for the slight expense 
by the advanced ideas the engineer re- 
ceives. Towns of far less importance and 
a great deal less ambition send their chief 
engineer to the international convention. 
It is conceded that the suggestions of the 


aarineers after having the experience 
j h n visit gives save much more than 
n.u expense of the trip.

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 


The French idea of a battleship is 


brought out in the Gaulois, a vessel of 
11,332 tons displacement. Her battery, 
or weight of metal, is even less than 
that of the Majestic. 
Her maximum 


speed is to be 18 knots and her largest 
guns of 11.8 inch caliber, 


Battleslups of recent design show that 


there is a modification of views among 
naval experts with regard toheavy ord- 
nance. The larger guns of the Majestic 
and others of her class in the British 
navy will be only 1'3 inch, or one inck 
smaller caliber thim the largest guns on 
the Indiana of the United States navy. 
There is a .school of experts in the Brit- 
ish iiavy who are opposed to the mon- 
ster 14,000 ton battler-hips and prefer 
vessels of less displacement. 


Germany is nbout to taild a ne\v bat- 


tleship to replace the Preussen, which 
is declared (.0 be i obsolete. 
She is to be 


of 9,813 tous displacement, 17 knots 
speed, with a battery capable pf thro\v; 
ing 3,250 pounds of projectile at a sin- 
gle discharge. Her largest gnns will be 
11 iucli brocehloadiiig rifles, but, she 
will have six of these instead of four 
heavy guns, as is customary upon such 
large vessels. She will resemble the. 
Worth in most oi; her features. 


Tho Japanese are having two battle 


ships, eaoh of 2,450 toes displacement, 
contracted in England. They will be 
374 feet long on the water line, and 
their armament will comprise i'onr 12 
inch breecaloading rifles, mounted in 
pairs in two steel barbettes, 14 mches 
thick; ten 16 inch rapid firing guns in 
casements, 20 three pounder anc( four 
%y, pouuder Hotchkissrapid firingguos. 
This battery will be able to throw 4,000 
potindb of projectiles at a single dis- 
charge. 
The vessels will also be fitted 


with four submerged and one above'wa- 
ter torpedo launching tubes. —New York 
Tribune.

AFFAIRS IN HAWAII 


As Viewed by One Who Held Office Under 


the Monarchy. 


LOXDOX, Aug. aO.—Colonel MacFarlane, 


former aide-de-camp to the late King Kr.l- 
akaua, has just arrived in London. In an 
interview, he said that lie was informed 
that n few Hawaiians and poHticans and 
merchants who favored the old form of 
povermucut would wait upon President 
Cleveland, when congress reassembles, to 
urge the annexation of (he SaSdwich Isl- 
ands. 


The primary object, he suid, wpuld be 


to test the sincerity of tho officials of the 
Hawaiian republic. A large number of 
Americans, ho remarked, had joined the 
Kepublican party in Hawaii, it being gen- 
erally understood that the existing re- 
public in the Sandwich Islands provided 
only for a temporary government until 
annexation to the United States could be 
arranged. 


The natives, he thought, were 
not 


wholly opposed to the policy of annexa- 
tion to the United States. Still, failing to 
bring about the restoration of the 111011- 
ftrcliy to which they naturally incline, 
they would really prefer annexation to 
Great Britain. Of course, the American 
commercial influence is in the ascendant, 
but tho British influence is also large. 


Cpkmel MacFarlaue favored a perman- 


ent republic ^or^ else ^restoration of the 
monarchy, the' Ijest; elements of both 
parties forming a coalition for the support 
of the go\ernment. Failing such coali- 
tion, annexation to the United States 
would be the most advantageous com- 
mercially, but the're is no doubt that if a 
test vote were taken the natives who con- 
stitute a majority would vote largely in 
favor of closer' p'olitical relations with 
England. 
, , 


The political upheavals which have oc- 


curred there havc,',never seriously affected 
the prosperity of Hawaii. Sugar, cotton 
and other industries have not sufferered 
greatly. 


In conclusionj Colonel MacFarlane ex- 


plains that (Mr.^Clcghoru, the father of 
Princess Iva'ulani, j,s now en route for 
fjuglaud, 
accompanied 
by ex-Consul 


Wodehouse. It is believed that one of the 
objects of their visit is to piesent to the 
British government a full and detailed ac- 
count of the situation in the Hawaiian 
Islands, and the cause that led to the over- 
throw of the monarchy there.
